The managers of the Ex position did not 
ex pect many v isitors this morning, and they 
were not agreeably dlsajipolnted. 
A visit to the secretary’f office disclosed a de­ 
serted room w’lth an inch of w ater on the floor, 
and stream s dropping from the celling and ru n ­ 
ning 
down 
the 
walls. 
The 
desks 
and 
tables 
bore 
evidences 
of 
having 
been 
hastily covered 
w ith 
paste 
board 
and 
cloths. 
The offices of the manager, directors 
and architects presented an appearance but lit­ 
tle better. 
The work of decorating t^ J interior 
was progressing in the hands of a few workmen. 
There are wet spots In the building, and wet 
spots. 
At the angels in the roof, w ater falls in 
stream s and is caught in tubs and buckets* 
Those exhibits 
in 
the 
galleries 
and 
on 
the 
m ain 
floor 
which have 
w ater 
tight 
roofs or coveriugs are safe, but all others under 
the iilass covering are more or less damaged, 
pome of the exhibitora take the situation good 
hum oredly while others are visibly annoyed.

The Kansas City public schools have dis­ 
played a m uslin sign for several days, but n oth­ 
ing else.

This depression was first noticeable about 
the 10th ot July, Immediately after the clip, and 
while it was then attributed to natural and per­ 
fectly legitim ate causes. It was believed tho 
sum m er dullness would give way to a firm de­ 
mand and an excellent m arket this fall. In ­ 
stead. however, tho dullness increased, 
the 
prices coutlnued to go down w ithout apparent 
cause, and tho m ost expsrt wool men were m ys­ 
tified by the situation. 
A suspicion at once arose th at there was a 
screw loose somewhere, and a few weeks ago a 
circular was sent out from New York to the 
various .\m erlcan buy'^rs in

throughout the west, stating those facts and ad- 
visinu: an Invoatlgation.

and a secret investigation was

Scoured wool, on which the 
tariff is 30c, was entered as waste wool at lOc 
por¡)Ound, and it came in by the shlp-load, the 
custom house officers passing it In this manner 
with a readiness th at gave rise to very loud 
suspicions of crookedness. 
In this particular 
case, however. Secretary Fairchild Interposed 
his authority, and scoured wool is now i)aying 
full duty of 30c. 
Other sim ilar transactions of even greater 
m agnitude are alleged by the w’ool men, who de­ 
clare tbat a ring exists among certain m anufac­ 
turers and im porters in the east and the export­ 
ers beyond the Atlantic. This ring. It is charged, 
includes <^istom houHO employes, and perhaps 
ofiicials in both New York and Boston, and is ot 
mammoth proportions besides which the famous 
Tweed s (New York) ring pales into Insignifi­ 
cance.

T ho IT orld’s Hlg G uns an d T h td r Influence 
on Mochirn W arfare. 
From the Chicago Journal of Comnieroe. 
The havoc made in tho Atlanta’s fixtures by 
tho inadoquacy of her gun carriages to hold and 
control her pivot guns calls attontioa to tho fact 
that whilo tho latter aro very pow erful for au 
unarm ored cruisor of her size, tliey wouM mako 
a small show com parod with tho heaviest oid- 
nanco uow carried in war ships. 
Tlio progress of th irty years in constructing 
heavy guns has boon tixtraor<linary. 
Tho larg­ 
est piece found on war vessüls in l.N<>0 ihrew a 
J)all woighing sixty-eight pounds, with an initial 
velocity of 1,570 per second, and au energy of 
1,1(M> foot t(Uis, 
Now initial velocities in high 
power guns have lx>on increased to 2,100 foot; 
projectiles at tho maxhnum weigh as nuich as 
pounds, and in some cnses are propelled 
by charges of nearly half a ton of ])Owder, whilo 
1 lO-ton guns of the Boubow reach an eucrgy of 
about ()0,0()0 foot tons. 
Passing ovrir tho trium phs obtained by inter­ 
m ediate calibrojt, 
w hich were rem arkable in 
their day, we find that the largest French steel 
guns, such as aro used for tho arm am ent of the 
Terriblo, complot(id at Brost, tho llequin, built 
at Bordeaux, tho Indom itable, built at L’(>rient, 
aud tho Cabu.m, finished at Toulon, weighed 
each about 75 tons 
They deliver a projectile 
weighing ] ,71(3 ]>ounds, with a m uzzle velocity 
of 1,7:>0 feet }'ar second and a muzsile energy 
of iK>,0i)0 foot tons. Tho guns are rifled breech 
loaders.

T h e T ru th of H istory. 
Prom the PhilapelpUla Times. 
Mr. Gladstone’s declaration that tho history of 
t^io Irish Union has never yet been rightly w rit­ 
ten ia certainly true. 
The dispassionate study 
of history, with a single view to the c.alm and 
accurate record of facts, is com paratively a 
m odern idea. 
Most English and American iiis- 
torians hitherto, even the forem ost of them , 
havo been m ore or loss consciously partisan, al­ 
low ing thoir prtK'oncoptions and prejudices to 
color thoir record. 
Wo read Macaulay, for ex­ 
ample, for literary enjoyment, but not for ac­ 
curate inform ation, aud still loss does any one 
go to Froudo for facts. 
Even in tho Unitod 
States, w here all history is relatively recent, it 
is only within the present generation that that 
patient com pilation of factb has been under- 
f.iken that will furniHh m aterial for the historian 
yet to come— ‘‘the Thucydides who has not yet 
m ounted above tho horizotu” 
If this is the case as regards English and 
American history generally, there are special 
reasons why the history of Ireland under Eng- 
ish rule has n;>t been satisfactorially recorded. 
Irishm en could hardly write such a history 
calmly. 
Thoy would foel the wrongs of their 
people too dee*ply to view the subject dispas- 
Hionately or to concern themselves with evidence 
in detail. 
Besides, tho essential records and 
the literary facilities havo been mainly in Eng­ 
lish bauds, and no Englishm an would like to 
lay bare tho tru th couoorning Ireland at the 
close of tho last century. 
E renM r. Lecky, who 
has in a rem arkable degree tho scientific spirit 
of the modern historian and who treats of the 
rolations with the American colonies with groat 
fairn?'ss, broke down when ho came to this 
period and obviously adapted his record to tho 
Tory polities of tho pro.sent day. 
SaysJtfr. Gladstone strongly, in hi« 
N'in etem th 
CV/iiM/'V article, tho ‘■stench of this sham eful 
record is too foul for tho pubUc even sifter two 
generations havo passed a^v;^iy. 
Not only cor­ 
ruption. but flatrrant iniim idation and savage 
reprow^ion, were uaed to obtain the union. 
Cornwallis dcclarod in July, 1770, that tho 
force in Ireland sulliced to preserve tho peace, 
but uot to meet a foreign invasion. 
What a 
picture of au unhappy cmmtry! 
A force of 
125,<X)0 men neccssary to koep peace among 
d 5()0,000!” Tuo picture t(vday is only differ­ 
ent in degree, but tho truth of history is be­ 
ginning to make itself known, even among tho 
English, and therein lies the hope of Ireland.

Nym Crinkle in Now York World. 
It is rather late in the day to i>oint out that 
Mark Twain is as destitute of tho dram atic in- 
Htiact as a parish ciork. Mr, Howells him self is 
not as unspotted in this respect as Mark Twain, 
and thoro would bo no earthly sense in roferrii^ 
to the well known fact again if Mark Twain had 
not again challenged tho reference.
